■wri*»n-M firvt other "federal agency." To this I *41 add a request for a copy of 
that record which designates this inidentifled agency as the "repository of the 
documents in question." 

If you decline this I ask that you forward the letters as to the designated 
FQIA officer and that they be considered my request under the FOIA.
